T he sta te is 
also know n as th e B ayou S tate 
from th e m any bayous w hich are 
form ed by th e sh iftin g river. In 
this connection it is inter«*stlng 
to note th e uneven course of the 
M ississippi river.

extrem e l«*ngth of th e sta te from 
the G ulf to T ennessee is 330 
miles, th e w estern border, due 
to the w inding of the M ississippi 
river, extends fo r nearly 500 
miles.

A $2,000,000 corporation is now l>e- 
ing organized in Poplar 
Bluff with 
half the capital stock paid up, to 
launch on a big scale the growing of 
sheep in the hill country north of the 
city. 
The movers in this new enterprise 
are a group of local men headed by

Loose smut, according to W. 
G. 
Etheridge of the field 
crops depart­ 
ment, is frequently the most serious 
factor reducing Missouri wheat yields. 
Its spores develop inside the wheat 
grain and are therefore not reached 
by formalin treatment that is effec­ 
tive with stinking smut, the spores of 
which are on the outside of the grain. 
To kill the spores of both loose and 
stinking smut—both 
inside and out­ 
side the grain—it is necessary to im­ 
merse the wheat in hot water. 
Both 
the time and temperature of this im­ 
mersion must be very carefully r e g u ­ 
lated so that the smut spores shall 
be kliled and the wheat germs left 
be killed and the 
wheat 
germs left 
The problem that was to be solved 
therefore, was the 
development 
of 
equipment with which the wheat could 
he kept for ten minutes immersed in 
water at a temperature not greater 
than 131 degrees Fahrenheit nor less 
than 126. 
The new equipment found effective 
at Columbia consists merely of a 50- 
gallon barrel in which the water is 
brought up to 131 degrees and a wood­ 
en box in which the wheat is treated 
one bushel at a time after having first 
been soaked six hours in cold water. 
At the outlets of both barrel and box 
provision is made for the insertion 
of a thermometer. 
After the wheat 
has been warmed so that the water 
flowing into the box at 131 degrees 
escapes from the bottom at 126 «le- 
grees the wheat is left thus immersed 
for ten minutes. 
It is then turned out 
on a drying floor and another bushel 
is put in its place to receive similar 
treatment. 
A field of Poole wheat nearly ready 
for the binder at the Missouri Experi­ 
ment Station grew from seed that was 
treated with this apparatus last fall. 
Though the original seed was from a 
field having at least ten per cent in­ 
festation with loose smut there is on'y 
trace of infestation in the result­ 
ant crop. 
As a check against these 
results a farm field not far away wa 
sown last fall with 
seed trom th* 
same original 
stock 
but 
without 
treatment, and this field now shows no 
less than 15 per cent of its heads en­ 
tirely destroyed by loose smut.

th«* 
Bulgarian currency, as well as the in­

doubt, the leading factors that have 
presed upon the 
Bulgarian govern­ 
ment to a«lopt a new policy of internal 
recuperation of the country. 
This is 
the policy of unilirtaking strict econo­ 
mies in the state budget, of reducing 
the state employes' personnel and of 
restoring the national economy 
by 
in«*ans of the compulsory labor * «>f 
Bulgarians. 
The law for compulsory labor has 
been mforceil in many communities 
throughout the kingilom, while 2,000 
more are preparing to fall in line. The 
population has willingly and enthusi­ 
astically appear«*«! to fulfil its labor 
service, which, under 
»the technical 
management of engineers, has built a 
network of new roads improvisi the 
old ones, and the drainage system in 
many parts of th<* country.

IE 
State 
of Missis­ 
sippi derives 
Its name from 
t h e r i v e r 
which 
forms 
I t s 
western 
b o u n d a r y . 
The word itself comes from the 
Algonquin 
mlssl-sepe 
which 
means “great river.” It Is popu­ 
larly supposed to mean “Father 
of the Waters” but this Interpre­ 
tation is incorrect. The state Is 
also known as the Bayou State 
from the many bayous which are 
formed by the shifting river. In 
this connection It is interesting 
to note the uneven coarse of the 
Mississippi river. 
Though the 
extreme length of the state from 
the Gulf to Tennessee Is 830 
miles, the western border, due 
to the winding of the Mississippi 
river, extends for nearly 500 
miles. 
The rivers play an Important 
part In this state. They are so 
numerous and the country so 
subject to flood that the river 
bottoms cover nearly one fifth 
of the area of the entire state. 
The early history of Missis­ 
sippi is yoked up with that* of 
Louisiana of which It originally 
formed a part. 
Discovered by 
De Soto In 1539,^it was not until 
La Salle sailed (down the river 
and claimed.thlsnerrltqry, which 
he named in honor of his French 
king, Louis XIV, that a perma­ 
nent settlement/ waa established. 
In 1763 the (territory east of 
the Mississlppifwas ceded by the 
French to the! English. 
For a 
while the lowner portion of the 
present state was called West 
Florida. 
After being captured 
by the Spanish and later re­ 
turned ^to the United States, the 
Territory of Mississippi was ex­ 
tended to fits pres^pt^ilze of 46,- 
805 square miles and In 1817 it 
was admitted as the twentieth 
state oljthe Union, At the time 
of thcyfMexlcan war, although 
called/apon to supply one regl- 
m ent/of volunteers, 'Mississippi 
responded with enough men for 
two.

Justice Outraged. 


The long drawn out 
controversy 
over the re-election of Dr. W. 
S. 
Dearmont as 
head 
of 
the 
State 
Teachers’ College at Cape Girardeau 
came to a conclusion Tuesday of this 
week when he was turned out of the 
school and a successor elected. 
It is one of the most disgraceful 
proceedings in 
history 
of Southeast 
Missouri. 
It is the ripened fruit of 
ail that is despicable in foul, under­ 
handed, personal polities. 
Mr. Dearmont’s 
removal was not 
made because of any inefficiency. 
It 
was not made because of party poli­ 
tics. 
It was not made because any 
great number of people of the district 
thought there ought to be a change. 
It was a personal matter between him 
and some people 
who 
if necessary 
would sacrifice the College itself if 
it stood in their way to wreak ven­ 
geance. 
There seems 
to be many 
angles to this personal opposition. It 
all has its seat in the local and com­ 
plex quarrels of the citizens of Cap? 
Girardeau and the result is that one 
of the big educators df the State and 
nation must pay the price by being 
ousted from an institution that ha 
been built almost single handed and 
by the life blood of 
Mr. Dearmont 
who has headed the institution for 22 
years. 
The story of the fight is a long one 
and all the truth told about the op­ 
position would not look well in print. 
But the final chapter was written in 
this way. 
Louis Houck, President of 
the Board of Regents, 
who should 
have been removed from the Board 
many years ago because of his reac­ 
tionary 
attitude 
toward the school, 
among other things seems to have be­ 
come jealous of the credit that was 
going to Mr. Dearmont for the suc­ 
cess of the institution ami appeared 
to feel that if the College were head­ 
ed by a less shining light (he praise 
would come to Mr. Houck. 
All 
the 
Dearmont enemies rallied around Mr. 
Houck. Governor Hyde appointed two 
new members on the Board who must 
have been pledged against Dearmont 
before 
they 
were appointed. 
The 
Governor undoubtedly was ignorant 
of the stacked deck. But the fact re­ 
mains that both of the new members 
were against him from the day 
of 
their appointment. This trio convert­ 
ed one other member 
of 
the Board 
who had voted for and with Dear­ 
mont since he has been on the Board 
and thus the skids were fixed. 
To this day, there never has been 
given to the public any particular rea­ 
son why Mr. Dearmont should have 
been turned out of the College. Facts 
were presented to the Governor and 
to the Board refuting in full every 
alleged charge 
made 
against him. 
But the Board refused to listen 
to 
# ,the people of the district whom they 
£ misrepresent. 
They did not seem to 
represent anyone except the personal 
enemies of the President of the Col 
lege and these represented well. If the 
interests of the people of this Normal 
District are no better served or their 
desires no more considered during the 
remainde of the term of this Board 
than they were in the selection of the 
President, it will be a sorry term for 
Southeast Missouri’s greatest educa­ 
tional institution. 
The wishes of the twefve or -fifteen 
thousand young men and women 
of 
Southeast Missouri whcr have been ed 
ocated at the College at Cape Girar­ 
deau and who know about the school 
and about Mr. Dearmont 
and what 
they both stand for than any other 
group of people in the district includ­ 
ing 
this 
hand-picked 
ami all-wise 
Board of Regents, most of whom nev­ 
er attended the College a day in their 
lives, were never considered or even 
sought after.
